FROM  BATTLE-CRUISER 


Gathering  in  Park  Presents 
Unusual  Spectacle — Chair- 
man Cuthbert  Outlines  Car- 
nival's Origin,  and  Objects, 


Carruvsl  Week  was  opened  formally 
yesterday  afternoon  at  ::30  o'clock  by 
His  Honor  Liev -tenant-Governor  Pater- 
eon.  From  the  standpoint  of  weather, 
the  conditions  could  not.  have  been  more 
propitious.  The  sloping  ground  on 
which  the  gaily  decorated  stand  had 
been  constructed  for  the  use  of  those 
Officially  identified  with  the  ceremony 
was  thronged  with  thousands  gathered 
to  hear  the  words  that  would  set  the 
festivities  In  motion.  Hundreds  Assem- 
bled hours  before  the  time  set.  and  the 
scene  wu  one  of  the  most  striking  that 
has  been  witnessed  here  in  many 
months.  Gaily-  adorned  automobiles. 
generously  displaying  both  the  British 
and  the  American  flag".  were  lined  up 
row  upon  row.  Pedestrians  stood  or  sat 
upon  the  green  grass,  with  its  beautiful 
background  of  broom  and  it*  grand  out- 
look upon  the  Straits  and  the  Olympic 
Mountains,  attired  in  holiday  costumes 
and  possessed  Of  that  Infectious  spirit 
of  gaiety  so  necessary  for  the  success 
of  such  a  celebration. 

The  gathering  was  stirred  to  en- 
thusiasm when  the  strains  of  the  6th 
Regiment  band  presaged  the  advance  of 
Victoria's  mllltla.  It  was  still  further 
inspired  by  the  Sight,  Immediately  after, 
Of  a  corps  of  bluejacltets  from  H.MS. 
Hew  Zealand.  The  latter,  in  command 
of  Lieutenant  Down  and  fix  other  offi- 
cers, were  the  first  to  take  up  their  posi- 
tion In  front  of  the  stand.  With  them 
came  a  file  of  tw'enty-five  marines,  in 
command  of  Captain-  Blount.  R.  N.  A., 
and  the  ship's  band.  These  'were  the 
Lieutenant-Governor's  guard  of  honor, 
kindly  furnished  by  Captain  Halsey,  of 
the  visiting  battle-cruiser,  at  the  request 
of  the  committee  of  management.  Be- 
hind them  were  lined  a  numerically 
strong  and  exceedingly  aoldierly  corps 
of  the  Fifth  Regiment,  R.  C.  G.  A.,  with 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Currie  in  command.

MANOEUVRES 


Militia  Officers  Urging  Depart- 
ment to  Send  Force  Several 
Thousand  Strong  to  England 
Next  Year, 


OTTAWA,  Aug.  4.— Militia  officers  are 
urging  upon  the  Militia  Department  the 
proposal  to  send  a  force  of  all  arms, 
several  thousand  strong,  to  the  British 
divisional  and  army  manoeuvres  of  1914. 

It  Is  suggested  that  there  be  eent  a 
brigade  of  four  battalions  of  Infantry. 
one  .  of  Highlanders  drawn  from  the 
various  kilted  corps  of  the  Dominion, 
one  of  guards  and  fusiliers  choaon  from 
regiments  wearing  bearskins,  one  of 
rifles  and  one  of  infantry.  In  addition 
there  would  be  a  mounted  unit  drawn 
from  the  cavalry,  artillery  and  other 
corps. 

Col.  the  Hon.  Hughes  would  command 
the  force,  whieh  would  be  given  sortie 
weeks  preliminary  trainicg  at  Quebec. 
The  selection  would  be  made  from  regi- 
ments which  make  the  beat  showing  in 
the  training  of  next  season.

Canneries  Have  More  Fish 
Than  They  Can  Handle — 
Strike  at  Mouth  of  River 
Ends  Suddenly,

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N'RtV  WESTMINSTER.  Aug.  4.— Up- 
river  fishermen  around  Port  Kells. 
Douglas  Island,  Sllverdale  Bar  and 
Westminster  got  word  last  night  of  a 
strike  at  the  mouth  of  the  river,  but 
refused  to  participate  in  it  and  conse- 
quently secured  Immense  hauls  of  the 
leaping  soc!teye.  The  river  was  alive 
with  fish,  and  as  many  as  400  were 
netted  in  a  few  minutes  in  a  single 
drift. 

The  policy  pursued  was  not  to  re- 
move the  fish  from  the  meshes  as  the 
net  was  hauled  In,  but.  to  haul  in  the 
net  and  fish  together  and  make  for  the 
bank,  take  the  fish  ashore  and  hurry 
back  to  make  more  drifts.  Most  of 
thppe  are  independent  fishers,  and  as  a 
result  Glenrose  cannery,  the  St.  Mungo 
cannery,  the  British  Columbia  cannery 
and  Brodle'a  had  more  fish  than  they 
could  handle.  The  St.  Mungo.  for 
instance,  had  enough  fish  to  keep  the 
plant  at  top  notch  of  speed  for  another 
couple  of  days,  even  if  they  did  not 
catch  any  more,  the  British  Columbia 
sent  as  many  as  B0. 000  away,  and  the 
others  shipped  to  other  plants.  It  la 
believed  too,  that  the  crest  of  the  run 
will   not  be  reached   for  some  days  yet. 

Strike  la   Over 

STEVE8TON,  B.  C.  Aug.  4.— Dislo- 
cating the  salmon  canning  Industry  at 
a  time  when  the  salmon  were  pouring 
Into  the  mouth  of  the  Fraser  in  count- 
less hordes,  five  thousand  ftahermen, 
white,  yellow  and  red,  struck  yesterday, 
demanding  twenty  cents  a  fish  for  all 
salmon  caught.  For  24  hours  not  a 
fish   entered   a  cannery. 

Then  abruptly  the  strike  ended. 
Thlrty^three  canneries  were  affected  by 
the  strike,  of  which  twenty-five,  were' 
In  Richmond.  By  midnight  a  down 
had  agreed  to  pay  twenty  cents  a  fish, 
and  all  are  expected  to  be  working 
tonight.  Local  cannerymen  say  the 
biggest  catch  In  the  past  ten  years 
will    probably   be    made. 

A  deputation  waited  tonight  in  Van- 
couver on  Mr.  W.  D.  Burdlss,  secretary 
of  the  British  Columbia  Canners'  Asso- 
ciation. Subsequently  Mr.  Burdles 
stated  that  the  deputation  had  been 
told  that  fifteen  cents  was  all  the  can- 
ners could  afford  to  pay  for  the  fish. 
He  added  that  i  the  American  "  canners 
were  getting  their  fish  for  five  and 
six  cents  and  that  the  British  Colum- 
bia canners  had  to  compete  with  them 
in  the  English  markets,  and  if  anyone 
could  tell  him  how  they  could  pay 
twenty-five  cents  and  do  so  he  would 
be    glad    to    hear    frcm    them.

STUDY  PANAMA  CANAL 


Chilean  Admirals  Will  Report  on  Trade 

Possibilities — Valparaiso    Spending 

935,000,000    In    Harbor    Works 

PANAMA,  Aug.  4.— Admiral  .Torge 
Montt  and  Admiral  Lulc  Uribe,  of  the 
ChLlean  Navy,  sailed  for  home  today, 
after  having  made  a  study  of  the  Pan- 
ama Canal  from  the  standpoint  of  its 
commercial  possibility  for  .Chile.  Upon 
their  reports  rests  the  decision  whether 
the  Chilean  Government  will  increase 
its  subsidy  to  the  Chilean  Steamship 
Company  to  permit  of  the  operation  of 
a  line  of  steamers  with  through  sailings 
from    Valparaiso    to    Europe. 

The  visitors  spoke  optimistically  of 
the  outlook.  They  said  that  Valparaiso 
already  had  begun  port  improvements  in 
anticipation  of  the  opening  of  the  canal. 
These  improvements,  they  declared, 
would   cost   $35,000,000.

PARIS,  Aug.  4. — Three  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  has  been  placed  in  the 
hands  of  a  Paris  advocate  for  the  re- 
covery of  the  missing  $760,000  pearl 
necklace,  which  was  stolen  between 
Paris  and  London.  The  amount  was  put 
up    by    a    member    of  Lloyds. 

In  the  meantime  a  dispute  over  the 
necklace  is  going  on  between  Scotland 
Yard  and  French  detectives.  The  former 
cjaim  that  the  pearls  were  lost  in 
French  territory,  while  the  Paris  de- 
tectives say  the  theft  took  place  in 
England.

The  Council  makes 
provision  for  the  adoption  of  a  charter 
amendment  providing  for  the  initiative 
on  petition  of  eight  per  cent  of  the  vote, 
the  referendum  on  ten  per  cent  and  th« 
recall    on   25   per  cent.

Harvesting  Will  Be  General  in 
Southern  Portion  of  Province 
by  End  of  Week — Outlook  in 
Saskatchewan, 


WINNIPEG,  Aug.  4.— Harvesting  has 
already  opened  up  in  Gretna.  Plum 
Coulee.  Winkler,  Morden.  Brandon,  Port- 
age. Arden  and  8tockton,  according  to 
reports  received  by  the  Provincial  De- 
partment of  Immigration.  There  are  a 
number  of  other  places  where  harvesting 
will  be  commenced  this  week  and  in 
fact  in  a  large  portion  of  Southern 
Manitoba  cutting  will  be  in  operation 
by    the   end    of    the   week. 

Urgent  requests  for  farm  help  con- 
tinues to  be  received  by  the  Department, 
and  a  number  of  British  harvesters  who 
left  Quebec  on  Saturday  night  are  ex- 
pected to  arrive  Tuesday  night  or 
Wednesday  morning,  and  will  help  out 
to  a  considerable  extent.  On  the  same, 
or  the  following  day,  men  are  expected 
whose  railroad   fare  has  been  prepaid. 

Yield  In  Saskatchewan 

REGINA,  Saak.,  Aug.  4.— The  crop  re- 
port of  the  Saskatchewan  Department  of 
Agriculture  issued  today  stated  that  har- 
vesting will  be  general  by  August  20. 
In  the  districts  surrounding  Maple 
Creek,  fifhy  per  cent  of  the  barley  is 
cut.  The  wheat  crop  Is  well  up  to  th£ 
average  height  and  during  the  past 
two  weeks  has   Improved  greatly. 

The  average  yield  for  the  province 
promises  to  be  higher  than  last  year 
and  will,  as  far  as  can  be  determined 
at  this  stage  by  the  crop  reports  re- 
ceived so  far,  show  20  bushels  per  acre. 
The  cropa  sawn  on  new  breaking  and 
summer  fallow  are  making  the  best 
showing. 

Hailstorms  have  done  considerable 
damage  In  the  Rosthern  and  Humboldt 
districts,  also  at  Estevan  and  Janlson. 
811ght  frosts  were  reported  at  Weyburn. 

The  weather  conditions  have  been  ex- 
cellent during  the  paat  two  weeks,  fine 
weather  for  many  days  having  been  the 
general  rule,  with  light  showers,  which 
have  good  effect.  Ripening  has  pro- 
ceeded so  rapidly  that  some  districts 
having  lighter  soil  report  that  some 
showers    would    assist    in    filling    the 

heads.  There  is-  a«  yfet  little  demsnd 
for   harvest   labor.

-on  local  street  car  lines,  where  fran- 
chises held  by  the  Detroit  Railway 
Company  have  expired.  it  seems  cer- 
tain that  the  Council  will  pass  the  reso- 
lution    tonight.

QUEBEC.  Aug.  4.— A  fire  which 
threatened  the  whole  village  broke  out 
at  two  o'clock  this  afternoon  at  8ha- 
teau  Richer.  The  village  is  about 
eighteen  miles  from  the  city  and  forty- 
seven  miles  from  St.  Anne  Beaupre.  As 
Chateau  Richer  has  no  fire  apparatus, 
assistance  was  asked  from  Quebec.  A 
detachment  of'  fifteen  men  of  the  city 
brigade,  with  a  steam  engine,  was  die- 
patched  to  the  scene.  The  loss  will  be 
between  $16,000  and  »20,000,  with  very 
little   insurance.

Dominion  Official  Says  Arrivals 
This  Season  Will  Number 
Half 'Million — Rigid  Examin- 
ation Instituted, 


MONTREAL,  Aug.  4. — The  present 
season  will  probably  show  half  a  mil- 
lion immigrants,  according  to  Mr.  John 
Hoolahan,  of  the  Dominion  Immigration 
Department. 

"The  stream  has  been  a  steady  one 
this  year,"  said  Mr.  Hoolahan.  "and  we 
are  well  satisfied  with  the  class  we  are 
getting.  The  number  of  deportations 
ara  kept  at  a  low  figure  because  the 
examinations  now  instituted  on  the 
Other  side,  in  addition  to  this  side,  is 
a    rigid    one." 

Mr.  Hoolahan  ridiculed  the  idea  that 
there  is  any  scarcity  in  the  demand  for 
labor.  He  declared  that  all  able-bodied 
people  who  arrive  And  work  without 
difficulty,  with  the  possible  exception  of 
those  who  do  not  look  for  or  want  work. 


Moored  alongside  In  Esquimalt  Har- 
bor, the  two  magnificent  fighting  ma- 
chines H.  M.  3.  New  Zealand  and  U.S.S. 
West  Virginia,  present  an  inspiring 
sight.  Never  before  have  i-trwo  warships 
of  such  huge  proportions,  representing 
trie  two  great  Saxon  nations,  swung  at 
anchor  within  the  confines  of  the  rock- 
bound  naval  harbor,  and  the  fact  1* 
significant. 

Considerable  Interest  was  evinced  in 
the  almost  slmuitaneoo"  arrlysl  of  the 
two  battle-cruisers,  and  throughout 
the  afternoon  crowds*  of  eager  sight- 
seers wended  their  way  to  the  dock- 
yard to  view  the  two  magnificent  speci- 
mens of  modern  naval  construction. 

The  United  States  Crueier  West  Vir- 
ginia, with  Rear- Admiral  Alfred  Rey- 
nolds on  board,  wa*  the  first  to  put  la 
an  appearance,  nut  it  was  not  long  af- 
terwards that  the  formidable  battle- 
cruiser,  gift  of  the  (New  Zealand  peo- 
ple to  the  Mother  Country,  steamed 
slowly  and  majestically  past  the  Fls- 
guard  light  and  dropped  her  anchor  in 
almost  identically  the  same  spot  as  on 
the  occasion  of  her  initial  visit  to  this 
port.  The  cruiser  West  Virginia,  which 
Is  visiting  Victoria  at  the  invitation  of 
the  Carnival  committee,  la,  with  the 
exception  of  her  internal  arrangements, 
the  duplicate  of  the  cruiser  California, 
which  was  in  port  last  week. 

Created   Upon.   Arrival 

Carnival  representatives  boarded  the 
West  Virginia  Immediately  after  h*r 
arrival  to  extend  greetings  to  Rear 
Admiral  Reynolds  and  his  command  on 
the  occasion  of  his  Initial  visit  to  tha 
port.  Shortly  after  H.M.S.  New  Zea- 
land had  come  to  her  anchorage.  Cap- 
tain Lionel  Halsey  boarded  his  steam 
pinnace  and  w*rit  aboard  the  West  Vir- 
ginia to  extend  the  usual  naval  cour- 
tesies to  the  Admiral  of  the  Pacific  re- 
serve  fleet.

Street  hangs  fire  for  no  especial  reason, 
and  this  reference  to  It  ia  not  made  In 
any  spirit  of  complaint,  but  solely  that 
it  may  te  kept  before  the  public  mind. 
The  name  or  the  street  does  not  convey 
much  to  many  people,  and  so  we  may 
mention  that  It  runs  north  from  Bay 
Street.  The  proposal  Is  to  extend  It 
to  Mount  Douglas  Park.  For  the  fol- 
lowing particulars  regarding  It  we  are 
Indebted  to  Mr.  CJ.  BllzarfJ,  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  of  Wards  One  and 
Two,    which    has    the    matter    in    hand. 

The  project  involves  the  Widening  of 
Shelbourne  Street  from  66  to  75  feet, 
and  its  extension  in  a  direct  line  to 
Feltham  Itoad,  a  distance  of  about  three 
miles.  There  the  road  will  make  an 
easy  curve  and  terminate  at  the  foot  of 
Motint  Douglas.  Completed  with  per- 
manent roadway,  car  tracks,  sidewalks 
and  kerbs,  the  cost  is  placed  at  $240,- 
000.  The  car  line  ' would  probably  de- 
velop from  the  proposed  Haultain  Street 
line.  At  present  the  proposal  is  to  ex- 
propriate the  necessary  right-of-way, 
most  of  Which  has  been  given  without 
charge,  and  make  *  permanent  roadway 
ready  for  the  car  track,  leaving  the  re- 
mainder of  the  work  to  be  paid  for  by 
a  local  improvement  levy.  The  ex-

In  ap- 
pearance     they      closely     resemble      the 
plains    buffalo,    of   which    they     are    the 
remncn'.p.  but  being  forced  by  necessity 
to  live   in   the   hilly,   wooded   regions  re- 
mote     from       settlement,        they      have 
chang-ed  their  habits  somewhat,  and  are 
fleeter  of  foot  and  more  agile  than  their 
ancestors    of    the    plains.        In    summer 
they   may   be   found   In   twos   and    threes, 
roaming    through    the    birch    woodlands. 
but  in  winter  they  travel  In  large  bands 
for  greater  security  against   the  wolves. 
In   Winter,  when  parsing  from  one  feed- 
ing   ground    to    another,    they    travel    in 
single  file  through    the  snow,    making  a 
narrow  trail  on  which   the  snow  is  pack- 
ed as  hard  as  a  rock.     When  they  come 
to  a  grass--Krown  slough  or  meadow  they

"We  assume  that  steps  will  be  taken  to 
see  that  these  herds  and  any  others  that 
may  exl.st  in  the  North,  will  be  properly 
protected  from  hunters.  They  are  never 
likely  to  become  very  numerous,  even 
under  the 'most  stringent  regulations, 
an.i  they  will  not  be  of  any  special  com- 
mercial value.  Yet  there  is  a  strong 
sentimental  reason  why  these  survivors 
of  the  myriads  of  buffalo,  which,  wlthJn 
the  memory  of  the  present  generation, 
roamed  the  prairies  over  an  area  of 
fully  two  million  square  miles  in  Can- 
ada and  the  tTnited  States,  should  not 
become  wholly  exterminated. 

SAWDUST 

There   was   a    time   when    the    only   use 
any    one    had    for   sawdust    was    to    pack 
It    around     Ice    or     use     In    "banking"    a 
house  In  the  winter  tin....    There  wai   » 
tradition    that,    in    the    form    of   pudding, 
it    formed    the    chief   article    of   editorial 
diet,    hut    this    may    be     regarded     as    a 
myth.       (if    course,    the    time    may    come 
when   it   will    be  converted    Into  a  break- 
fast food,  but  as   yet  n.,  steps  have  been 
taken    in    that    direction,    so    far     as     we 
know.       But    sawdust    is    far    from    now 
being  practically   a  waste  product.      In  a 
circular  Issued  by  the  Department  of  the 
Interior,    we   are    told    that    experiments, 
which  promise  to  be  very  successful,  ar" 
being  carried  on  for  the  manufacture  of 
ethyl   alcohol    from    It.      The    sawdust    Is 
converted    Into    sugar    by     being     treated 
with  sulphuric  acid,  this  being  fermented 
to   produce   alcoho.l.    This    Is   a    line   of   in- 
dustry   that    might   well    be    Inaugurated 
in  this  part  of  Canada.      It  Is  being  used 
■very  extensively  In  ICurope   for  the  man- 
ufacture  of    briquets    for    fuel,   and    a  be- 
ginning   has    been    made    In    this    line   lo- 
cally.      We    arp    told     that     In     England 
sugar   Is   manufactured  on  a  commercial 
scale  by  treating  sawdust  in  closed  re- 
torts  with   weak   sulphurous   acid   under 
high    pressure.      In    Auetin,    Texas,    also 
a    plant    Is    being    built    to     manufacture 
atock  food  from  sawdust,  by  a.  sotnewhat 
similar  process.     The  tar,  pitch  and  tur- 
pentine are    removed    from    the   sawdust, 
leaving   only    sugar    and    fibre,    to   which 
is    added    forty    per    cent     of   cottonseed 
meal.      The    mixture    Is    »old    for    fatten- 
ing   cattle.      The    Department    concludes 
Its  circular   by   saving: 

Two  and  one-half  parts  of  clean  saw- 
dust mixed  with  two  parts  sand  and 
ona  part  cement  make  va  warm  long- 
wearing  and  sound-proof  floor,  to  which 
carpets  can  be  tacked  with  less  Injury 
than  to  a  board  floor,  and  which  has 
the  advantage  over  a  cement  floor  In 
being*  mora  elastic.  These  qualities 
should  win  an  extensive  Use  for  this 
form  of  flooring,  wnlcn  has  the  addi- 
tional awvantage  that  it  can  be  stained

SEARCHING_FOR   RADIUM 

British     Scientist,     Now    at    Sydney,    Is 
Organizing   Expedition  to   Pros- 
pect in  Australia 

SYDNEY,  N.S.W.,  Aug.  i—  Four  years 
ago  a  party  of  scientists  left  London 
on  a  -world  tour  In  search  of  radium. 
Mr.  Keith  Bushell,  one  of  the  party, 'is 
now  in  Sydney  with  the  Intention  of  or- 
ganizing an  expedition  with  the  object  of 
ascertaining  whether  radium,  which  is 
confidently  believed  to  exist  In  Australia, 
is  of  sufficient  importance  to  science  to 
warrant   its  being  worked. 


SUFFERS  SEVERE  BURNS 

Ztassarlno      Dortleolo     Probably    Patally 

Injured    When    Lamp    XaplodM    In 

Pandora    Avenue    Dwelling 


His  clothing  becoming  ignited  through 
the  explosion  of  a  lamp.  Lazzarino  Dor- 
tleolo, an  Italian,  aged  26  years,  was 
seriously,  and  probably  fatally,  burned 
in  his  room  at  755  Pandora  Avenue  last 
evening  at  8:15  o'clock.  It  was  not  un- 
til after  the  fire,  which  started  In  the 
dwelling  occupied  by  Dortleolo  and  three 
other  Italians,  had  been  put  out  by  the 
fire  department  that  the  injured  man 
was  discovered  In  the  rear  of  the  prem- 
ises, where  he  had  rushed  following  the 
explosion,  and  where,  after  two  of  his 
friends  had  put  out  the  fire  in  his  cloth- 
ing, he  was  left  by  them.  Me  was  nearly 
unconscious  from  pain,  and  his  face, 
nerk  and  <body  so  badly  burned  that  on 
his  removal  to  the  Royal  Jubilee  Hos- 
pital his  chances  of  recovery  were  pro- 
nounced as  very  slight. 

Dortleolo  and  two  friends  were  In  an 
upstairs  room  of  the  twn-ntory  frame 
dwelling.  A  coal  oil  lamp  was  lighted, 
but  as  there  was  little  oil  In  It  Dor- 
tleolo attempted  to  fill  it  without  first 
putting  out  •titer  flwrntr.  TVttile  h»  was  in 
the  act  of  Riling  the  lamp  It  exploded, 
the  blazing  oil  being  hurled  over  his 
clothing  and  about  the  room.  The  two 
friends  ran  out  of  the  room  and  down 
stairs  to  the  rear.  Dortleolo.  his  cloth- 
ing ablaze,  rushed  after  them  and  got 
to  the  yard  at  the  rear  when  he  cc/ 
lapsed.  His  friendt  sncr-*eded  In  tea/ 
ing  off  the  greater  portion  of  his  binn- 
ing c'othlng,  and  then,  leaving  him,  ran 
out    onto    the   street. 

In  the  meantime  flames  breaking 
through  the  windows  of  the  house  on, 
the  Pandora  Avenu"  side  alarmed  pass- 
ers-by, who  sent  In  an  alarm,  thr  flift 
department  quickly  responding.  In  a  few 
minutes  the  blaze  was  out  with  com- 
paratively little  damage  being  done  to 
the  premise!".  One  of  the  flnemen  on 
making  the  rounds  of  the  place  founfl 
Dorticolo  at  the  rear.  The  police  patrol 
was  summoned  and  prompt  first-aid 
measures  were  taken  by  Sergeant  Car- 
son, Constable  Ueatley  Bnd  Patrol 
Driver  Caldwell,  Dorticolo  being  strip- 
ped, and  his  burns,  which  practically 
covered  the  whole  body,  treated  wtlh 
Carron  oil.  He  wu  wrapped  in  blan- 
kets and  ruabed  to  the  hospital,  ■whera 
he  was  attended  to  by  Dr.  Watnwright. 
At  an  early  hour  this  morning  Dorticolo 
was  reported  by  the  hospital  authorities 
M  alive  but  In  a  serious  condition. 

The  dwelling,  which  Is  owned  by  L. 
Quag Hottl.  waa  damaged  to  the  extent 
of  about  |100.

By  half-past  nine  a  jroup  of  distin- 
guished people  had  begun  to  gather  on 
the-  platform:  M.  de  Pleurtau,  Council- 
lor, the  naval  and  '  military  attaches, 
and  the  staff  of  the  French  embassy: 
Sir  Edward  Grey  and  Sir  Francis  Ber- 
tie, who  came  early  and  had  a  long 
chat;  the  Viceroy  of  Ireland,  Lord 
Aberden,  the  Lord  Mayor,  General 
Codrlngton,  and  some  of  the  staff.  At 
ten  minutes  to  ten  cheers  outside  an- 
nounced the  arrival  of  the  King-.  He 
was  In  morning  .dress,  and  came  with 
the  Prince  of  Wajes  In  a  palr-hor.v 
carriage.  He  was  joined  in  the  recep- 
tion room-  by  the  Duke  of  Connaught 
and  Prince  Arthur  of  Connaught.  Im- 
mediately after  the  President  arrived  In 
a  state  carriage  and  four,  warmly 
cheered  by   the   people. 

Three  Strenuous  Says 
.  The  official  good-byes  were  said  In 
the  reception  room:  then  side  by  Fide 
the  King  and  President  came  on  to  the 
platform.  The  small  assembled  com- 
pany uncovered  respectfully,  but  there 
was  no  demonstration.  M.  Poincare 
looked  pale  and  tired — and  no  wonder. 
after  tho  three  strenuous  days  he  ha* 
passed  among  us — but  his  eyes  were  as 
keen  and  alert  as  ever,  and  he  carried 
on  a  smiling  conversation  with  the 
King.

Unhappily*  Highland  soldiers  In  the 
streets- are  rather  rare—as  rare,  indeed, 
as   kilts  in   the  Highlands. 

Invasion  ef  Westminster 
And,  of  course,  Westminster  was 
visited  by  thousands  of  Frenchmen  and 
their  wives.  Every  French  writer  of 
note  who  visits  London  records  his  im- 
pressions of  Westminster.  Our  friends 
admire  It  tremendously,  and  they  in- 
vaded it.  One  saw  scores  In  the  ab- 
bey. In  the  cloisters,  and  staring  up 
with  reverence  at  the  stately  pile  of 
the  Houses  of  Parliament.  "A  place 
of  strange  beauty,"  wrote  Lotl,  "this 
palace  of  the  Parliament — a  kind  of 
immense  forest  of  Gothic  spires  stand- 
ing at  the  water's  edge,  like  a  cliff  of 
grey  lace."  How  many  of  our  worthy 
legislators  inside   it   think  of  It  in   that 

wayT 

The  teashops  were  favorite  resorts 
of  the  French  visitors;  our  pnly  substl- 
-tuta-for  the  cafe.. and  on  a  hot  after- 
noon  by  no  means  an  Inferior  one.  But 
one  saw  them  everywhere,  taking  plea- 
sure In  their  surroundings,  and  Inspect- 
ing us  with  all  the  keen  Interest  of 
people  who  are  "en  grand  voyage."  And 
it  must  be  remembered  that  London, 
except  as  a  fabled  horror  of  damp  and 
gloom,  was  hardly  known  in  Paris  when 
M.  Loubet  came 'to -visit  us  ten  years 
ago.  and  little  more  appreciated  when 
M  Fallleres  'came  three  years  later. 
What  a  change  now,  in  the  days  of  M. 
Poincare,  the  third  President  to  visit  us 
officially!  And  what  a  gulf  separates 
us  from  those  days  when  M.  Henri  de 
Rochefort— after  the  Boulanger  troubles 
—was  an  exile  in  our  midst  from  1889 
to  1895,  and  thought  so  little  of  us  that 
he  refused  to  learn  our  languag 
fear  of  spoiling  his  own  French 
have  changed  Indeed,  and 
seems  a  century  ago— as  far  away 
Waterloo.

FOREST  RESERVES  IN  WEST 

Amended    Act   Adds   10,500  »ojiare   Miles 

to      Existing-      Areas      in     Alberta 

Saskatchewan  and  Manitoba 

The  amended  Dominion  forest  reserves 
and  parks  act  :idded  over  10,500  square 
miles  tn  e:;lstlnjr  area  of  Dominion-  forest 
reserves,  making  a  total  of  over  35.800 
square  miles  pf  reserved  forest  land  in  U.e 
Western  Provinces  under  Dominion  Juris- 
diction. Of  this  reserved  area,  3,7»2  square 
miles  jire  found  In  Alberta,  1.S72  square 
miles  In  Saskatchewan,  and  4.108  square 
miles  In  Manitoba.  Over  two-thirds  of  the 
total  area  Is  found  In  Alberta,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  practically  all  the  eastern 
slope  of  the  Rockies  has  been  set  apart  as 
a  forest  reserve,  not  only  to  perpetuate 
the  supply  of  timber,  but  to  preserve  and 
equalize  the  flow'  of  the  large  pralrlee 
rivers  which  have  their  sources  In.  this 
reserved   area. 

Thfse  Western  reserves  are  created  by 
the  Dominion  Government,  as  cited  In  the 
act,'  "for  the  maintenance,  protection  and 
reproduction  of  the  timber  growing  there- 
on or  which  may  hereafter  gr.ow  thereon, 
for  the  conservation  of  the  minerals  and 
the  protection  of  the  animals,  birds  and 
fish  therein,  and  for  the  maintenance  of 
conditions  favorable  to  a  continuous  water 
supply."  To  accomplish  these  ends  the 
reserves  must  first  ■  be  protected  from  fire, 
nor  Is  the  timber  so  protected  allowed  to 
die  of  old  age.  The  foresters  determine 
at  what  diameter  In  each  section  the  max- 
imum production  Is  attained,  and  when 
the  trees  reach  this  slxe  they  are  granted 
free  for  a  nominal  sum  to  homesteaders 
who  apply  to  the  forest  officials  for  cut- 
ting purposes.  ■  Care  Is  taken  not  to 
allow    over-cutting.

If  It  succeeds,  market  gardens  and  or- 
chards and  dairy  and  poultry  farms  will 
he  operated  In  the  Southern  part  of 
Vancouver  Island  and  In  the  neighboring 
Islands  by  people  who  are  contented  to 
work  hard  that  they  may  make  a  modest 
competence  and  bring  up  their  families 
In   the  country. 

If  It  fails,  we  must  be  content  to 
psy  the  present  high  prices  and  to  Im- 
port a  far  larger  proportion  of  food  than 
wo  ought.  It  will  succeed  If  those  who 
furnish  the  tables  of  the  city  patronize 
It  and  If  producers  take  the  trouble  to 
bring   In   foodstuffs   In    good   condition. 

It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  house- 
wives Are  thrifty  enough  to  attend  the 
market  and  select  the  best  and  cheapest 
products  with  which  to  supply  taetr 
tahles  and  whether  those  who  own  land 
are  in  earnaat  In  their  conterttl«m  that 
the  middleman  are  taklh»  away  their 
profits.

First  Day  of  Carnival  Brings 
Animated  Scenes  —  Sports 
Carried  Out  With  Prompti- 
tude and  Efficiency. 


The  city  of  Victoria,  masked  for  Car- 
nival, broke  into  a  week's  festivities  yes- 
terday, and  It  must  be  .-.-id  that  no  func- 
tion of  the  kind  could  have  been 
ushered  in  under  happier  auspices.  The 
sky  was  a  dreamy  azure,  undisturbed 
by  other  hues;  the  city  1  oked  resplen- 
dant  in  Its  multi-colored  govn,  and  the 
citizens  and  visitors  supplied  the  human 
touch  which  galvanized  the  picture  into 
animation.  In  every  sense  of  the  word 
It  was  a  fete  day  for  the  Capital,  de- 
monstrative not  only  of  her  capacity 
and  disposition  for  fL-stivlty.  but  also  of 
her  appeal  to  outsiders  when  in  the 
frolicsome  humor,  for,  -while  the  end  of 
the  week  may  break  records  in  the  mat- 
ter of  crowds,  the  first  day  certainly  set 
a  fast  pace  In  that  direction. 

For  the  openln.cr  day  of  the  Carnival 
there  »as  a  happy  romhinatton  of  at- 
tractions. In  the  first  place,  there  wa/» 
the  arrival  of  the  New  Zealand  and  West 
Virginia,  either  of  which,  under  ordinary 
circumstances,  would  have  set  the  town 
ajrop  with  excitement:  and,  following 
hard  upon  that  came  the  formal  opening 
ceremony  in  Beacon  Hill  Park,  with  the 
guard  of  honor,  consisting  of  blue- 
jackets, in  attendance  upon  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor, who  conducted  the  cere- 
mony. The  park  was  In  regalia,  and  the  i 
scene,  to  the  detached  individual  was  one 
of  memorable  significance  and  charm. 
Nfotor  boat  racing,  water  polo  and  ordi- 
nary polo,  bowling  and  other  games, 
filled  in  the  afternoon  of  special  attrac- 
tions, while  the  evening  warmed  to  a 
close  with  the  ball  to  the  officers  of 
the  New  Zealand,  given  by  the  Union 
Club,  and  the  inf.  rmal  reception  In  the 
Kmpress  Hotel  by  the  CarnHal  commit- 
tee. 

restive  Crowd* 
Around  town,  where  the  congestion 
developed  almost  tn  the  point  of  discom- 
fort at  times,  the  general  dignified  tone 
of  the  city  was  transform"/!  into  some- 
thing Infinitely  lighter,  wivh  a  vein  of 
irrepressible  humor  running  through  It 
like  a  dazzling  thread  on  a  scheme  of 
work  already  bright.  The  congestion 
was  most  marked  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Old'  Spencer  site,  whl<  ii  had  l><»en  re- 
claimed from  dliroetUdS  for  purposes 
which  were  a  travesty  compared  with 
Its  natural  one.  In  brief.  It  resembled 
a'  corner  in  a  show  ground,  with  the 
lions  and  elephants  missing;  but  there 
were  the  merry-go-rounds,  the  "knock- 
rhe-downs,"  and  the  usual  plethora  of 
examples  of  the  Inventive  faculty  of  the 
traveling  Gypsies.  Victorians  nrd  others 
gathered  around  the  sp\eral  booths  and 
exercised  the  strange  tendons  of  the 
mind  In  trying  to  comprehend  the  in- 
comprehensible. But  It  was  fun,  and 
that  was  the  essential  feature.  Curious- 
ly enough,  and  yet  how  strangely  like 
Victoria,  despite  all  the  excitement  and 
the  density  of  the  mob,  there,  was  no 
apparent  trouble,  and  the  day  wore  on 
In  placid  enjoyment  for  those  who  pre- 
ferred to  remain  In  town  in  preference 
to  taking  in.  one  or  oth'. r  of  the  sporting 
events  on  'the   programme.

boro Bay  the  scene,  though  not  leas 
brilliant  and  animated,  was  scarcely  so 
personally  and  Individually  absorbing 
The  motor  races  provided  excellent 
watching — one  of  the  oldest  of  pastimes 
— and  the  coming  of  the  boats  from 
the  long-distance  points  proved  very  ex- 
citing. The  Hathaway  .  races  did  not 
materialize  yesterday  owing  to  some  un- 
foraeen  delay,  but  they  are  expected  to 
come   today. 

The  evening  scored  a  decided  hltfor 
the  social  end  of  the  programme..  At 
the  Union  Club  there  was  the  bajl  in 
honor  of  the  New  Zealand,  which  at- 
tracted a  great  many  people  from  the 
Mainland  and  other  points  of  the  Is- 
land, as  well  as  from  the  city.  A  great 
number  of  the  guests  '"put  up"  at  the 
Empress  Hotel  for  the  occasion,  and, 
naturally,  the  scene  there  was  of  more 
than  passing  interest,  although  verb- 
ally it  was  no  more  than  that.

Mr.  W.  A.  Harkin.  one  of  the  pioneer 
newspapermen  of  British  Columbia, 
writes  as  ftollows  in  The  Vancouver 
Province,  regarding  the  late  Col.  J.  G. 
Egan,  who  passed  away  In  Rossland  a 
few    days    ago: 

"The  news  of  the  passing  of  the  vet- 
eran newspaperman  will  be  learned 
with  regret  by  thousands  of  friends 
and  admirers  throughout  the  country. 
He  had  been  ailing  for  over  a  year,  but 
continued  to  attend  to  his  editorial 
duties  until  recently.  On  several  oc- 
casions he  was  cornpelled  to  go  to  the 
hospital    for    treatment. 

"Col.  Egan  spent  his  early  youth  and 
manhood  in  San  Francisco,  Cal.  He 
first  learned  the  printer's  trade,  like 
many  illustrious  predecessors,  gradu- 
ating into  the  journalistic  profession. 
He  was  connected  for  over  thirty  years 
with  various  publications  of  that  city, 
and  at  different  periods  had  an  Interest 
in  weeklies  devoted  to  trade  affairs.  A 
clever  writer,  he  soon  attracted  the 
notice  of  the  late  Senator  Hearst,  owner 
of  The  San  Francisco  Kxamlner,  and 
father  of  Mr.  William  Randolph  Hearst, 
and  an  offer  to  Join  its  staff  was  ac- 
cepted. Some  of  his  most  brilliant  work 
was  done  for  that  Journal  and  embraced 
the  many  absorbing  and  stirring  events 
hinging  about  the  antl-Orlental  agita- 
tion of  Denis  Kearney,  of  "Sand  Idols'" 
fame.  Mining  luied  him  to  Nevada  In 
the  seventies.  There  he  became  an  in- 
timate friend  of  the  late  "Bonanza" 
Mackay,  James  Flood  and  other  inag-  | 
nates.  In  Carson  City  he  worked  for  a  i 
newspaper  on  which  Mark  Twain  had 
been  employed  as  a  printer  only  a.  fi?w 
years   before. 

Was  Excellent  Bacontaur

Colonel  relate  rt  mlniscencc-s  of  those 
stirring  days  when  fortunes  were  made 
and  lost  In  speculation  In  mining  shares.

He  was  connected  with  newspapers  '18 
those  cities  and  also  spent  several  ses- 
sions In  the  press  gallery  at  Victoria. 
His  brother.  Martin  Egan.  Is  a  Weill 
known  war  correspondent  and  was  for- 
merly I^ondon  correspondent  6f  the  As- 
sociated  Press.

Work 
lias,  been  found  for  those  who  are  dis- 
charged suited  to  their  capacity  and  to 
their  '  circumstances.  Social  reformers 
In  our  own  Province  would  do  well  to 
undertake  'work  which,' however, 'dlfllcult 
and  arduous,  gives  promise  of  success.

The  Clyde  navigation  trustees  have 
unanimously  approved  of.  the  harbor 
committee's  recommendation  that  pow- 
ers be  obtained  from  Parliament  for 
the  construction  of  new  works  at 
Shleidhall,    Shleis   and    Braehead. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  Clyde,  the 
trustees'  powers  have  been  almost  ex- 
hausted by  the  recent  completion  of 
the  Rothesay  dock,  Merkland  quay,  and 
Yorkhlll   basin   and   quay. 

On  the  south  side  the  trustees  have 
gradually  acquired  river  frontage  be- 
tween Shleidhall  sewage  works  and 
Renfrew,  which  they  now.  propose  to 
utilize  for  the  construction  of  five  new 
basins,  three  of  them  long  enough  to 
accommodate  four  Atlantic  liners.  This 
will  add  five  miles  of  new  quays  to  the 
present  eleven  miles,  and  there  will  also 
be.  an  ample  equipment  .of  railway  lines. 

The  novel  feature -of  the  new  docks 
will  be  their  slantinjr  position,  which 
will  reduce  canting  to  a  minimum  and 
limit  the  interuptlon  of  the  port  traffic 
when  large, vesels  are  entering  or  leav- 
ing the  new,  docks.  •  The,  plan  includes 
a   wide  diversion   of    the   Renfrew   Road. 

The  part  for  which  powers  will  be 
Immediately  sought  will  supply  the 
needs  of  expanding  trade  during  ti.e- 
next  16  years  and  will  give  two 
mites  of  new  quayage  at  a  cost  of  a 
million  and  a' half  sterling.  By  begin- 
ning the.. construction  next  the  river  and 
gradually  working  in  they  would  have 
a  small  dock  in  a  short  time,  and  before 
they  had  spent  much  money  tlmy  would 
be  earning  some  return  for  the  capital 
they    had    expended. 

The  cost  of  the  whole  scheme  cannot 
yet  be  estimated.  This  will  form  as 
complete  a  scheme  of  modern  docks  as 
would   be   found   anywhere  In   the   world. 

The  convener  of  the  finance  committee 
reported  that  the  revenue  for  the  year 
amounted  to  £624.799.  an  Increase  of 
£'42,24 4  over  the  previous  year.  Tn  the 
last  25  years  the  revenue  has  doubled 
Itself,  anil  It  has  increased  fivefold  In 
the  last  SO  years  For  1PI2  there  was

Measures  to  Increase  Army  and  to  Raise 

$290,000,000   Are   Passed  by   the 

Jtoiohatag 


Before  the  Reichstag  ndjourned  Presi- 
dent Kaempf  said  that  [he  day's  session 
would  live  as  one  of  the  most  memor- 
able In  Its  history.  His  words  did  not 
exaggerate  the  importance  of  the  work 
done  by  the  House  nn  that  day,  for 
this  included  the  bill  increasing  the 
peace  strength  of  the  army  by  136,000 
men,  as  well  as  the  financial  bills  ren- 
dered necessary  by  It.  These  latter  in- 
clude Iwo  classes  of  bills,  one  fo-  meet- 
ing the  expenses  to  lie  incurred  In  or- 
ganizing the  new  forces,  building  forts, 
barracks  and  other  extraordinary  pur- 
poses; the  other  for  defraying  the  year- 
ly expenses  of  the  Increased  military 
footing. 

The  first  class  of,  taxes,  which  are 
to  bring  In  at  least  $240,000. 000.  con- 
sists of  a  direct  tax  on  property  and 
incomes,  and  It  will  be  distributed  over 
three  years.
